The compromise was adopted by coun- 
cii on a roll call vote of 15 to 6. The 
ayes were Councilmen Pennington, 
Woodall, Greer, Ashley, Vaughan, 
Baker, York, Jenkins, Knight, Calla- 
way, Cooper, Olson, Johnson and Cas- 
sels. he nays were Councilmen 
Wardlaw, Moon, Etheridge, Couch, 
Watkins and Gilliam. 

In the aldermaniec board the compro- 
mise was adopted with Aldermen Me- 


Lendon, Armistead, Buchanan, Car- 
penter and Bachman voting yes and 
Aldermen Cochran, Hartsfield and 
Ragsdale voting no. 

The filing of notice of motion to 
reconsider by Alderman Hartsfield 
precipitated a warm debate. 

Reasons for Opposition. 

Aldermen Hartsfield and Ragsdale 
based their opposition to the issue 
this year on the grounds that the city 
is not now in financial condition to 
provide more money for interest and 
sinking fund and that anti-bond senti- 
ment is strong enough to kill bonds at 
the polls this year and make it hard- 
er, because of the psychological effect 
of one defeat, to pass them next vear. 

Both declared that they will be in 
aver of a bond issue for waterworks, 
police station and sewers next year. 

“The city is paying out $1,050.000 
a year for interest and sinking fund 
on bonds already outstanding,” Al- 
derman Ragsdale stated, “and until 
property valuations have been raised. 
it will be impossible to meet increased 
obligations,” } 

He said that,he was confident that 
fgx assessments will be increased next 
vear enough to make it possible to 
float ample bond issues for all pur- 
poses, including more for schools. 

“If the park bonds pass they wil] 
add millions of dollars to the value 
of property around the new parks and 
help that much to strengthen the 
city's financial position,” he said. 

Mr. Hartsfield also pointed out 
that the advocates of the park bonds 
are to pay the expenses of polling 
places and election managers for the 
bond election and that it would he 
unfair to saddle them with other is- 
sues at the same time.

() and Larkin G,. Garrett, brothers, 
will be called before the bar to answer 
indictments charging them with the 
inurder of Edward Sylvester Pierce, 
Baptist minister, allegedly the out- 
growth of a long feud, between coun- 
ty political factions. Announcement 
that the guards, about twenty strong, 
were enroute here followed closely 
the announcement by Judge B. D. 
White, who will preside, that every 
person who enters the court tomorrow 
and thereafter to attend the Garrett 
trial will be searched for arms and 
that disturbers of the peace will be 
dealt with severely, 

The men who will compose the 
guard are the pick of the police forces 
of Portsmouth; Petersburg and Lynch- 
burg. They reached Farmville to- 
night by rail and will be brought to 
Cumberland tomorrow in army trucks. 

They will act as special deputy 
sheriffs for the duration of the trial 
and were sent here at the direction 
of Governor E, Lee Trinkle, upon 
the request of Judge White.

It would be far better for 
public health if persons caught in- 
flicting open face sneezing or unmuz- 
zled coughs upon their neighbors in 
theater, church, cars, stores or other 
places, were arrested and punished 
for endangering the health of the 
community. 

At least seven persons wore low 
shoes all last winter, according to 
statistics I have tabulated, and 
they're all alive and well today.

maintenance, earn a net income tbat 
will pay a fair return, and practically 
the same fair return, upon the Walus 
ot the property rendéring the service. 

I understand perfectly that this 
will be a process requiring consider- 
able time to work out. In the mean- 
while it may be that the proposal, 
which is now pending before the com- 
mittee which I am chairman, for a 
consolidation under one control of in- 
terchange freight car equipment may 
be a wise step in that direction; I 
express no definite opinion upon that 
subject and will not diseuss it in 
these articles. I am, however, abso-

BRYAN DESIGNED BILL 


Anti-Darwinist Measure 
Now Before House. 


The resolution introduc ed 
Georgia 
Simpson, 
bert, to 
Stitution receiving state funds 
teach Darwinism and agnosticism, as 
facts, was designed by William Jen- 
nings Bryan and is very similar to a 
measure placed before Florida legis- 
lators, according to the authors. 

The resolution, which is being con- 
sidered by the house committee on ed- 
ucation, is as follows: 

Whereas, the constitution of the state of 
Georgia expressly states in section 1, para- 
graph 12 of the bill of richts, that ‘All 
men have the natural and inalienable right 
to worship God, each according to the dic- 
tates of his own conscience,.and no human 
should in any case control or 
terfere with such right of conscience.’’ 

Whereas, the constitution of Georgia fur- 
there expressly declares in section 1, para- 
graph 14: ‘‘That no money shall be taken 
from the public treasury directly or indi- 
rectly in aid of any church, sect or de- 
nomination of re igionist or of any sectar- 
jan institution.’ 

Whereas, the public schools and colleges 
of this state supported in whole or in part 
by public funds should be kept free from
